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INTRODUCTION. 



This is the Fifth Volume of the Ancient Records of the 
Town of Dedham, Mass., which have been printed pursuant to 
votes of the town. 

This book reproduces the record book known as Book 
Five, and is a continuation of the general records of the town 
and of the selectmen from the end of Book Three, the last 
published volume of ancient records. 

This book contains a large number of tables of tax assess- 
ments. The tables found in the first one hundred and ninety- 
two pages have here been reproduced in table form, but from 
that point the tables and figures have been omitted from the 
printed pages, but all the names found in the table have been 
printed. 

It would perhaps have been more satisfactory if the plan 
adopted in the former printed volumes had been continued 
throughout this volume, but there was great difficulty, in many 
cases, in reading the figures where one figure appeared to have 
been written directly over one previously made, and it was impos- 
sible to determine which figure was written last, and furthermore 
the expense of printing in table form is very much greater and 
the few who may wish to see the tables themselves, would in 
many cases prefer to see the original. For these reasons we 
made the change of plan in the middle of this volume. 

For explanations of the characters here used, we refer to 
the introductions to the previously printed volumes of Dedham 
Records.
